Students wrestling with their 
educational choices would do 
well to heed these prognosti- 
cations. "Some of the indus- 
tries that the U.S. Department 
of Labor has identified as 
high-growth sectors include 
health care--we need a million 
nurses by the next seven 
years — and we need 3.4 mil- 
lion health care workers in the 
next seven years: biotechnolo- 
gy; aerospace; education; 
financial services, high-tech 
manufacturing, retail services; 
skilled trades and gcospatial 
technology." 

A Google search defined 
the last reference as "skills in 
organizing and analyzing spa- 
tial data using Global 
Positioning Systems." 

A phrase heard frequently 
that memorable day at Shelton 
State uttered both by Secretary 
Chao and Sen. Sessions was 
"skills gap." 

There is a need not only in 
Alabama but throughout the 
nation tor particular high-tech 
skills; and though there are 
plenty of workers among the 
country's 300 million, not 
enough of them are trained in 
the areas in demand. 

Shelton Slate, among other 

multi-program colleges, has 

the variety skills-training to 



meet the need, but yet the 
mindset of both students and 
their parents has not allowed 
the crucial mateh-ups to be 
made. 

Exploring that gap 
between what Alabama anil 
America need and what our 
young people want to pursue 
is what the Courier will con- 
sider this summer. We start 
with a survey of the Shelton 
students themselves. 

About half of the 56 ran- 
domlv selected students sur- 
veyed said they would not 
consider pursuing a technical 



degree or certificate under any 
circumstances. 

The most specific reason 
cited was a simple one: "it 
doesn't interest me." 
Probably though, many of 
those 50 percent or so of stu- 
dents are the ones each semes- 
ter who struggle with their 
study habits and their commit- 
ment to their educations, some 
of them becoming serial with- 
drawers from college.

Visiting general stresses need for skilled workers in military areas

When Big. Gen. EJ. 
Sinclair took the podium dur- 
ing Secretary Chao's visit to 
Shelton State everyone in the 
room could see the fire in his 
eyes and hear the urgency in 
his voice. 

With the military, a short- 
age of trained workers can 
quickly become a life-or-death 
matter. 

So it is at Ft. Rucker in 
south Alabama where the gen- 
eral oversees a huge work force 
with more than 7.000 civilian 



employees, the fifth largest 
employer in the state. 

The general said more than 
half of that number are licensed 
aircraft mechanics who came 
from the local area, "and we 
could not do our business 
without them." The general 
worried that more than half "of 
all our employees are up to 
retire in the next three to five 
Years." 

The general expressed grat- 
itude to Gov. Riley who recent- 
ly saw that aviation equipment 



was updated at the nearby com- 
munity college, but when it 
came to construction projects 
at the base he needed plumbers 
and electricians as much as 
anything. 

Sinclair's comments under- 
scored in general the basic hard 
work of preparing the hands-on 
craftsmen of tomorrow. 

To the general, producing 
competent, industrious 
American workers is more than 
good business: it's a matter of 
patriotism. 
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
